Applicants' representative provided clarification to address objections to the specification. 
Specifically, in Table 2, the "21" number in the ANCA + UC row represents 21 ANCA-positive patients 
out of 51 total patients pre-diagnosed with UC. Similarly, the "4" number in the ANCA + CD row 
represents 4 ANCA-positive patients out of 47 total patients pre-diagnosed with CD. 

Applicants' representative provided clarification to address utility rejections to the claims. 
Specifically, Applicants' representative argued that Applicants' invention is useful on samples from 
patients predetermined to have IBD. Applicants' representative did not address whether/how 
performing Applicants' invention on samples from patients predetermined to have IBD will improve the 
417o sensitivity for diagnosing UC, or the 9% sensitivity for diagnosing CD.
